Reasons For Allowance 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Independent claims 1, 
6, and 10 set forth the use of a weight device in combination with an air mattress that is placed 
between a mattress and box spring for adjusting the position of the mattress. The use of a weight 
upon a device of this nature is not shown or suggested by the prior art of record. In particular, 
the closest references of record are the cited patents to Ryder et al, Aymar, Pierson, Heier, and 
Levanthal, which show inflatable bellow or wedge shaped bladders used to incline an entire 
mattress or a portion thereof upon a boxspring. Ryder et al is the closest reference structm-ally 
and shows a wedge shaped bladder combined with a pump apparatus for inclining a whole 
mattress upon a box spring, this reference fails to show or suggest the use of a weight member 
integrated with the bladder that would assist in deflation of the bladder. The other cited 
references also fail to show or suggest the use of such a weight member in combination with a 
mattress lifting air bladder. Since the prior art fails to show or suggest the use of a weight 
member for assisting in deflation of a mattress lifting air bladder the claims are allowable over 
the prior art of record.
